BYRD FINDS THREE 
MEN STRANDED BY 
MISHAP 10 PLANE 


ty Marooned Four Days 
After 120-Mile Gale 
Dashed Ship to Pieces.

\Rescue Pilot 
Base With Two Explor-

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 19 (By Wireless.).—Despite 
a wind which made a flight haz- 
ardous, Commander Richard E. 
Byrd flew yesterday to hig three 
men in the mountains, whose long 
Psilence had so alarmed us. 

The three, Larry Gould, Bernt 
Balchen and Harold June, were 
safe and well despite hours of 
fighting terrific storms. and the 


rescue plane returned in the dark- 
ness with Balchen and June. Byrd, 
Larry Gould and Malcolm Hansen, 
the radio operator, who flew to the 
mountain with the chief: are re- 
maining until another flight can be 
made to bring them back to Little 
America. 

The wind is blowing up drift 
snow and it is cloudy, but there is 
some hope that the flight may be 
made later in the day. Those in 
the mountains, have plenty of food 
and fuel as well as shelter. , 


Storm Wrecks Plane. 


The silence of Gould’s party ..t 
the Rockefeller range since Thurs- 
day was explained by their fight 
with a terrific storm which, at its 
height Saturday, wrecked their 
plane. A 120-mile-an-hour wind 
tore the plane from the snow und 
from the lines by which it was 
anchored, carried it off a mile and 
dropped it a splintered wreck, on 
the glacier ice. 

The three .aen had worked for 
hours to save it in a gale which at 
times blew them straight out from 
the. lines they were holding and 
pelted them with snow lumps from 
the mountain. two miles away. 

Their efforts were unavailing and 
while they were getting a little rest 
in their tent the plane was lifted 
by the wind and disappeared in the 
storm and darkness. 

There is no doubt that they have 
discovered a new Antarct&c storm 
area comparable to that of Adiele 
Land, where Sir Douglas Mawson 
had such appalling storms. 

When resting outdoors Gould 
and his companions had to lie flat 
and hold themselves in place by 
holding knives and ski sticks stuck 
in the ice. Only a sloping wall of 
snow blocks prevented their tent 
from being blown away. 

The flight was made and the res- 
cue accomplished at a time of great 
depression in our camp. Failure to 
start the engine the day before, 
when the weather had been s0 
good, made everyone gloomy. 

While the clouds were thick an 
gray overhead early yesterday, the 
dog teams were being prepared for 
their attempt to get through. 
Early in the afternoon, however, 
the clouds began to break and the 
sun shone through, with a 20-mile 
wind blowing. As the skies cleared 
Commander Byrd ordered the en- 
gine of a plane warmed up so that 
he might leave if there was the 
promise of even four hours of 
fairly good visibility. 

Down here clouds cause the hori- 
zon to disappear completely and 
merge with the snow so that a 
plane flying low to get under them 
is always facing the danger of fly- 
ing into the ground. 

The surface becomes invisible 
and it is impossible to tell whether 
it is 1900 or a 1000 feet below. The 
altimeter gives no indication of a 
rise in the snow-covered ground. 
And when drift obscures the sur- 
face, the problem of a forced land- 
ing is so ¢omplicated that. a safe 
one is largely a matter of luck. 

‘The wind was blowing about 22 
miles an hour and there was a 
little drift scurrying over the snow 
when Commander Byrd went out 
to look at the weather and found 
that there was a chance of being 
able to fly at least some distance 
toward the east. 

Byrd Decides on Flight. 

Byrd conferred with William C. 
(Cyclone) Haines, the meteorologist. 
who thought the weather was about 
as good as could be anticipated. It 
was about 3 o'clock when Byrd 
decided to attempt the flight.

Mayor Miller opened his cam- 
paign for re-election last night at 
a mass meeting which overflowed 
the North &St. Louis Turner Hall, 
Twentieth and Salisbury streets. 
Campaign issues and the Demo- 
cratic candidate were almost for- 
gotten in the more important busi- | 
ness of convincing Kepublican} 
voters of six wards that Miller and | 
his recent opponent, former Mayor | 
Kiel, had buried the hatchet of 
primary bitterness. | 

“The Republican party is bigger 
than any individual,’’ was the 
theme of most of the discourses 
delivered to some 1500 men and 
women who managed to crowd in- 
. The First, Second, 
Twenty-first and ‘Twenty-second 
Wards, which Miller carried in the- 
primary,. and the Third and 


Eighteenth Wards, which Kiel 
carried, were represented in the 


gathering. 

Kiel arrived almost an hour be- 
fore Mayor Miller and was’ en- 
thusiastically welcomed as he took 
the chair. He plunged immediate- 
ly into the business of the meet- 
ing. “The primary is over and it 
is the duty of every good Repub- 
lican to abide by the decision of 
the majority of the Republican 
voters—that’s why I’m here,” he 
said. 


Party Above Individuals, 

“Under our laws we neessarily 
must file for the position that we 
seek and then it is right and prop- 
er that we should campaign and 
endeavor to secure just aS many 
votes as we possibly can, but after 
the majority has spoken the Re- 
publican party as a party is larger 
and bigger than any individual. If 
we bear that in mind all the way 
through any of the campaigns the 
Republican organization, which 
stands for everything which is 
good and worthy in community, 
will endure.

PARIS, March 20,—Marshal 
Ferdinand Foch, famous generalis- 
simo, who led the allied armies to 
victory in the World War, died at 
his home today after a tong illness. 
He was 77 years old. 

He died at 5:50 p. m. (11:50 a. 
m. St. Louis time). 

lt was the sudden collapse of his : 


‘provement that brought death... 
' The end came peacefully with 

the Marshal’s wife and his two 
daughters in the room after he had 

received thé last sacraments of the 
church. The two daughters had 

barely reached the house as their 

father was breathing his last. Drs. 

Davenieres and Heitz-Boyer had 

been working over the Marshal for 

a half hour, when they decided to 

summon the Marshal's wife and 

tell her that her husband had only 

a short time to live. 

“God's will be done,” she said. 
Marshal Petain, an old comrade 

in arms, was the first official to 

arrive at the little house in which 

the Marshal died. He went to the 

Marshal's wife and expressed his 

sorrow at the death of his old com- 

rade. 


National Funeral Decreed. 


News of the passing of France's 
greatest warrior shocked the 
Chamber of Deputies and the ses- 
sion was immediately adjourned. 

Poincare, in announcing the 
death to the chamber, said: “Gen- 
tlemen, Marshal Foch is dead. - Tt 
is a great soldier and a great. 
Frenchman who is gone.” 

Marshal Foch will receive a na- ~ 
tional funeral, highest tribute of 
the French nation to its illustrious 
dead. 

There have ben but five national 
funerals. One statesman, one poct, 
one scientist and two Presidents of 
France have received such a na- 
tional tribute. They were Gam- 
betta, Victor Hugo, Pasteur and 
the two Presidents who died in ef- 
ficé, Sadi Carnot and Fellx Faure.

Change in Holding Companies. 
D’'Ancona explained that the 
stock of the People’s Motorbus Co.. 
an operating company, was owned 
entirely by the St. Louis Motor 
Cosch Co. a holding company. 
part of whose stock was owned by 
The Omnibus Corporation. The 
35,000 shares of stock of the motor 
coach firm had been sold for ap- 


proximately $1,750,000, he added. 


“Our transaction was made en- 
tirely with Mr. Eugen Boross of 
New York by depositing our stock 
with the Guaranty Trust Co. in that 
city and receiving payment.”

The escape of Van Gorder and 
Von Eschen, accomplished March 2 
through forged court orders, was 
disclosed yesterday when. Van 
Gorder, arrested in Milan, Mo., for 
forging money orders, was recog- 
nized by postal t!nspectors here. 
He had been brought to Kansas 
City for arraignment in Federal 
Court. 

The inspectors, who knew that 
Van Gorder was supposed to be in 
the Leavenworth prison, learned 
that he and Von Eschen had been 
released on a writ of habeas corpus 
and three documents purporting to | 
be orders from the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. Prison

Documents Sent by Court Clerk. 

Van Gorder obtained the docu- 
ments from the clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court at Topeka, Kan.. last 
month, when he applied for two 
certified copies of a writ of habeas 
corpus on which he was to be 
taken to Cape Girardeau, Mo.. for 
trial on charges of postal theft, 
according to Alton H. Skinner, As- 
sistant United States District At- 
torney for Kansas. 

The forger altered one of the 
copies, thanging the case number 
from 79 to 179 and the date from 
Feb. 8 to Feb. 28. He then ob- 
tained a blank letterhead with the 
Government watermark and wrote 
a letter purporting to have been 
written by the United States Mar- 
shal-at Topeka, attesting that the 
copies of the writ and the copies 
of orders from the Circuit Court 
of Appeals were true copies of 
documents on file in the Federal! 
District Court. The copies of the

Dr. Starkloff Says Total Since | 
Jan. 1 Does Not Indi- 
cate Epidemic. 


~_  Wenty-five deaths from. spinal 
meningitis, out of $2 cases report- 
ed in St. Louis, have occurred since 
Jan, 1, according to figures issued 
by Health Commissioner Starkloff 
today. The totals are’ virtually 
double those for the first three 
months-of last year, when there 
were,32 cases, of which 14 resulted 
in death, 

Dr. Starkloff described the in- 
crease as siight and not high 
enough, in his opinion, to cause | 
alarm or to warrant describing the | 
condition as an epidemic, 

At present, Dr. Starkloff said. | 
there are 21 cases under treatment 
in the meningitis ward of the Iso- 
lation Hospital, where one patient 
died today. Only a part of the St. 
Louis cases are contagious, he de- 
clared, and all, whether contagious 
or not, have been carefully quar- 
antined. 

“Every winter,” Dr. ‘Starklof! 
“the number of meningitis | 
cases increases well above the sum- 
mer average. This holds true 
throughout the country. The prev- 
alence of the disease has about run 
its course at this time and only a 
minimum. cases may be expected 
until next December. 

“A number of cases which are 
included in the St. Louis total 
rightfully belong in St. Louis Coun- 
ty. The patients were brought to 
city hospitals for isolation and nat- 
urally the cases were included in 
the city statistics.” 

St. Louis County health authori. 
ties at Clayton have tabulated nine 
cases of spinal meningitis during 
the past two months, including 
three cases which resulted in 
death. Most of these patients 
were removed to hospitals in St. 
Louis and the homes quarantined. 

The March issue of the State 
Board of Health's bulletin, “Mis- 
souri Public Health,” contains 4a 
brief item stating that 176 cases 
of spinal meningitis had been re- 
ported in the State during Decem- 
ber, January and February, the 
majority in the vicinities of St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

Inspection of Health Department 
records showed that 156 cases of 
spinal meningitis were reported in 
St.. Louis during 1928 and that 56 
patients died.

‘Frank Schroeder, St. Charles 
County truck gardener, who shot 
and killed a 17-year-old boy who 
had stolen a watermelon from !:is 
melon patch and returned for an- 
other because the first was not 
ripe, was found guilty of man- 


slaughter and fined $500 by a jury 
in St. Charles today. 

Schroeder had been charged with 
first-degree murder, but Circuit 
Judge Woolfolk’s instructions to 
the jury were that they might find 
him’ guilty of first or second de- 
gree murder, manslaughte:, or ac- 
quit him. The jury deliberated for 
four and one-half hours before 
reaching the manslaughter’ ver- 
dict. 

Both sides rested yesterday after 
Schroeder testified his shotgun was 
discharged into the darkness when 
he fell. He had seen no one in the 
melon patch, he testified, but had 
heard the sound of running feet 
after he had fired one shot into 
the air. The second shot killed Al- 
phonse Boschert, who with two 
companions, had just re-entered 
the patch, 

One of Boschert’s companions, 
Edward Glosier, testified yesterday 
the night of Sept. 9, when Bosch- 
ert was killed, was a bright moone 
light night, and al) three of them 
wore white shirts and no coats. 
Schroeder testified he heard a 
groan after firing the second shot, 
and had gone to his home without 
investigating and called the 
Sheriff. He had hidden himself in 
a cabbage patch near the melons, 
he said, because of frequent thefts 
from his melon patch, his principal 
source of income for his family 
and five children.

American Policy in Mexico 


Without the support of the United States, no rebellion in Mexico has much chance 
of success; this is borne out by the success of Madero, by the failure of Huerta, 
by the nse of Carranza, Obregon and Calles; in forbidding shipment of arms 
to enemies of the Mexican Government, the United States is but supporting a 
regime which it was largely instrumental in establishing.

HETHER the forces in rebellion 
against the Mexican Government could 


triumph if amply supplied with arms 
and munitions of war is very much to be 
doubted. To judge from the not altogether 
trustworthy reports as to the character and 
extent of the rebellion, the likelihood seemis 
(to be that, while, if given that advantage 
ihney could continue their operations much 
romper than they are apt to be able to do 
nder the handicap they suffer, they would 
ily succeed in deferring the inevitable de- 
pea which seems to be their fate. Yet, 
undoubtedly, the policy of the United States 
which prevents the rebel forces from get- 
ting arms, while suppl-ing them to the Mex- 
ican Government, even to the extent of sell- 
ing to it on credit, has been of very great 
advantage to it, and to that policy it will 
owe victory at a much earlier date than 
would otherwise be possible.

Gen. Victoriana Huerta was 
quickiv- able to crush the rebellion in a 
series Of brilliant engazements. 

Then followed the treachery 
who imprisoned Madero and afterward 
caused his assassination. whereupon he set 
himself up as the head of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. President Wilson made war on 
him, and also aliowed hipment of arms 
to those in rebellion against him, among 
whom. in addition to Carranza, were Obre- 
gon and Calles. They overthrew Huerta, 
whereupon Carranza succeeded to the presi- 
dency, and was afterward recognized. Obre- 
gon and Calles were members of his Cabi- 
net. but. falling out with him shortly. led 
a successful revolt agamst him. Adolfo de 
la Huerta succeeded him as provisional 
President, to be followed by Obregon as an 
elected President. Obregon's successor, as 
is well known, was Callies, who. at the ex- 
piration of his jerm gave way to Portes 
Gil as interim President. This brief genesis 
tInakes it clear that in aiding the present 
Government of Mexico by forbjdding the 
shipment of arms to its enemies the Untted 
States is but supporting a regime which it 
was largely instrumental in establishing.

BUSINESS MEN AND THE POWER 
PROBLEM. 
From the New York World. 
HE attempts of some opponents of Gov. 
a power plan to raise the bogy 
or tate Socialism” have evoked a most 
unsy ate ate r&ponse from a New York . 
newspaper which reflects the progressive 
business sentiment of the community. As 
the Journal of Commerce seets it: 

Many states are doing much more 
in various fields and with success. As 
to the cant fear always expressed that 
the step would be “socialistic” not much 
need be said. This is merely a ques- 
tion whether it is more “socialistic” 
to give away valuable public rights or to 
keep them in public possession. There 
is no problem of competition with lIe- 
gitimate private interests. 

The Journal of Commerce finds some 
flaws in the Governor's program. It has 
doubts, for example, about the provision 
for an unsalaried board, which may not he 
“adapted to the highly materialistic atti- 
tude of our community.” but these are mat- 
ters of detail rather than of principle, and 
after weighing the pros and cons with re- 
gard to the salient features its final ver- 
dict is: 7 

Taken on the whole, Mr. Roosevelt's 
plan is feasible, public-spirited and in 
line with the practice of other coun- 
tries. Something of the same sort is 
being done by Ireland in her working 
out of the Shannon schenie..

We have 
fully as much ability and. it is to be 
hoped. public spirit as they.
